Trash/Recycling/Yard Waste Bins 

Please do not place any trash, recycling 
or yard waste bins in the roadway. The 
best placement is at the end of your 
driveway or edge of your property. Placing 
bins in the roadway can cause problems 
with the flow of traffic and prevent the 
street sweeper from cleaning that area of 
the street.  

Bulk, recycling or trash should be put out 
the evening before pick-up. Your schedule 
is as follows:  Tuesday- Recycling/ yard 
waste (every other week), Wednesday – 

Fire won’t wait, Plan your Escape! 
 

Today’s homes burn faster than ever. You may 
have as little as two minutes (or even less time) to 
safely escape a home fire from the time the 
smoke alarm sounds. Your ability to get out of a 
home during a fire depends on early warning from 
smoke alarms and advance planning. 

It is important for everyone to plan and practice 
a home fire escape. Everyone needs to be pre-
pared in advance, so that they know what to do 
when the smoke alarm sounds. Given that every 
home is different, every home escape plan will al-
so be different.  

Have a plan for everyone in the home. Children, 
older adults, and people with disabilities may need 
assistance to wake up and get out. Make sure that 
someone will help them!
